HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  31st  August,  1928, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  June,  1925,  the 
Abernethy-Lougheed  Logging  Company,  Limited, 
which  is  conducting  extensive  operations  in  the 
vicinity  of  Stave  Lake,  in  the  Railway  Belt,  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  was  granted  per¬ 
mission  to  export  certain  cedar  timber  for  a  period 
of  six  months ;  that  owing  to  a  congested  state  of 
the  cedar  market  several  extensions  of  time  have 
been  granted  by  Orders  in  Council  to  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  Company  to  continue  exporting,  the  last 
extension  having  been  authorized  by  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  9th  January,  1928,  for  a  period 
of  six  months  from  the  22nd  idem,  and  whereby  the 
timber  exported  was  subject  to  the  payment  of  dues 
at  $2.50  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading 
No.  1,  $2  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  on  logs  grading 
No.  2,  and  $1.50  per  thousand  feet  B.M.  on  logs 
grading  No.  3,  which  dues  are  in  excess  of  those 
charged  under  the  regulations  governing  the  disposal 
of  timber  cut  from  licence  berths  on  Dominion  lands 
and  at  the  same  time  are  higher  than  the  rates 
charged  under  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th 
June,  1925,  aforementioned. 
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The  records  of  the  Department  indicate  that  the 
logs  exported  during  the  past  six  months  were  all 
made  up  of  Grades  2  and  3 ;  that  the  said  logs,  the 
greater  portion  of  which  were  exported  to  Japan, 
were  advertised  previously  for  a  period  of  ten  days; 
that  all  mills  in  the  district  manufacturing  this 
species  of  timber  were  notified  and  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  purchasing  the  logs  at  prevailing  market 
prices,  but  no  offers  were  received. 

It  has  been  represented  that  this  export  privilege 
is  working  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  timber 
merchants  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  takes  from  the 
booms  a  great  quantity  of  low-grade  cedar  for  which 
there  is  at  the  present  time  no  market  in  British 
Columbia,  and  that  at  the  same  time  it  makes  pos¬ 
sible  the  logging  of  a  good  deal  of  timber  that  would 
otherwise  be  unmerchantable. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  believing  it  to  be  in  the 
public  interest,  and  after  taking  into  careful  con¬ 
sideration  the  report  of  an  officer  of  the  Department 
well  versed  in  actual  existing  local  conditions, 
recommends  that  a  further  extension  of  six  months 
from  the  22nd  July,  1928,  be  granted  the  Company 
to  export  cedar  logs,  but  subject  to  an  increased 
rate  of  dues — namely,  .$3  per  thousand  feet  B.M.

Rule  7 6. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also

There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  (he  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  or  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

By-law  No.  116. 


A  By-law  to  provide  for  draining  Parts  of  the 
Municipality  of  Delta,  and  for  borrowing  on 
the  Credit  of  the  Municipality  the  Sum  of 
$8,557.69  for  completing  same. 

Provisionally  adopted  the  15th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1928. 

T1[THEREAS  a  majority  in  number  and  value  of 
the  electors  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  drainage  of  the  said 
property  have  petitioned  the  Council  of  said  Mu¬ 
nicipality  of  Delta,  praying  that  an  additional  pump 
should  be  installed  at  the  pump-house  in  East  Delta, 
and  that  a  pump  which  is  now  installed  at  District 
Lot  151,  in  said  Municipality  of  Delta,  be  installed 
over  the  concrete  flood-box  in  East  Delta  to  assist 
in  the  drainage  of  that  portion  of  the  municipality : 

And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured 
an  examination  to  be  made  by  I).  J.  McGugan,  a 
British  Columbia  land  surveyor,  being  a  person  com¬ 
petent  for  such  purpose,  of  the  said  locality  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  drained,  and  has  also  procured  plans 
and  estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  D.

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans,  and  estimates  be 
adopted  and  the  said  drainage  and  the  works  con¬ 
nected  therewith  be  made  and  constructed  in  accor¬ 
dance  therewith. 

2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  Corporation  of  Delta 
may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  of 
Delta  the  sum  of  $8,557.69,  being  the  funds  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  work,  and  may  issue  debentures  of  the 
Corporation  to  that  amount  in  sums  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($109)  each,  and  payable 
within  five  years  from  the  date  thereof,  with  inter¬ 
est  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  (6%)  per  annum, 
that  is  to  say,  in  annual  payments ;  such  debentures 
to  be  payable  at  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  Ladner, 
British  Columbia,  and  to  have  attached  to  them 
coupons  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of 
$8,557.69,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the 
said  lands  so  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  other  than 
lands  belonging  to  the  municipality,  and  to  cover 
interest  thereon  for  five  years  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
centum  (6%)  per  annum,  the  following  special 
rates  over  and  above  all  other  rates  shall  be  assessed 
and  levied  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  shown  on 
Schedule  A  attached  hereto;  and  the  amount  of 
the  said  special  rates  and  interest  assessed  as  afore¬ 
said  against  each  lot  or  part  of  lot  respectively  shall 
be  divided  into  five  equal  parts,  and  one  such  part 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  aforesaid  in  each 
year  for  five  years  after  the  final  passing  of  this 
by-law  during  which  the  said  debentures  have  to 
run.
